REGULATIONS VOTED 


The Wilmington Planning Board 

Tuesday night voted to make 
things ‘tough’ (their word) 
for future real estate devel- 
opers in the Town of Wilming- 
ton. 

Seviewing the history of some 
of the recent real estate sub- 
divisions, amd citing the rer- 
guson development off Lowell 
Street, now four years old as 
an example, past Chairman A, 
Daniel Gillis proposed that 
the board put teeth into its 
requirements for future real 
estate developments, 

The board voted unanimously 
to: 

(a) Require that future real 
estate developments requiring 
the approval of the Planning 
Board be bonded for the entire 
project, before any approval 
is granted, 

Formerly real estate develop- 
ers could have their projects 
approved piece by piece. 

(b)The board voted that no 
portion of the bond reqired 
for any real estate develop- 
ment could be released until 
all the requirements of the 


Planning Board had been met to 
its satisfaction, and 

(c) The board voted that all 
the reqiirements would have to 
be completed within a two year 
period, or the bond would im- 
mediately become forfeit to 
the Tow of ‘Wilmington. 

In their discussions the men- 
bers of the Planning Board 
Pointed out that they had been 
lenient because ‘small guys 
had pled for leniency, and 
each time the town had had to 
suffer from unfinished pro- 
jects, 

In addition to citing the 
Ferguson development, off Lo- 
Street, the board also cited 
the Signore development, in 
No. Wilmington, In the Signore 
development, they told them- 
selves, they had required only 
a $5000 bond, and had allowed 
it to be shifted in locale, as 
the work progressed, and the 
result was an unfinished pro- 
ject with dissatisfied home 
owners, 

‘That’, said Planning Board 
Secretary Raymond Fitzmaurice, 
‘is not going to happen again’

EIGHT ARTICLES FOR 
SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


Extra Zoning Articles out 
The Board of Selectmen have 
approved of eight articles, 
for the Special Town Meeting 
of September 12th. Other arti- 


thers were put aside for ano- 
ther special town meeting ex- 
pected to be held this fall, as 
the Selectmen wished to keep 
the coming Town Meeting de- 
voted, as much as possible, to 
Urban Renewal. 
tezoning Articles submitted 
by John "lia, for Lowell st., 
and James L. McLaughlin, for 
Shawsheen Avenue, were throw 
out by the Selectmen, on the 
erounds that they did not have 
enough signatures, Hach of 
them should have had, the Sel- 
ectmen said, 100 signatures. 

Article 1 
Article one is to see if the 
Tow will accept a sum of mo- 
ney from the Zast Wilmington 
Improvement Association, as a 
trust fund, the income of 
which is to be used to pur- 
chase children’s books for the 
Public Library. 

Article 2 
To see if the Town will vote 
to take some (unimproved) land 
from the 'ildwood Cemetery, to 
be used as a part of the wi- 
dening of Federal Street (now 
being widened under a State- 
County Chapter 99 program). 

Article 3 
To see if the Town will au- 
thorize the Pire Chief or any 
other appropriate officer to 
execute an agreement with the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
relative to the relocation of 
conduits and the fire alarm 
system, made necessary by the 


construction of Rotte 92, 

Article 4 
To see if the town will au- 
thorize the Selectmen to exe- 
cute an agreement with the 
Housing Authority, as required 
by the Pederal Home Finance 
Agency, for cash grmts-in-aid 
for the Wilmington Center ur- 
ban Renewal Progran, 

Article 5 
To see if the Town, pursuait 
to the provisions of Sect, %UC 
General Laws, will appropriate 
from available funds a sum of 
money for the purposes of Ur- 
ban Renewal, and will author- 
ize the Selectmen to borrow 
the whole or part of the sane, 
The project will include the 
acquisition of land in the 
project area, the demolition 
or removal of buildings, etc. 
by private enterprise or by 
public agencies as authorized 
by law. 

Article G 
To see if the Town will vote 
to accept Chapter 418 of the 
General Laws, authorizing the 
“ilmington Housing Authority 
to take by eminent domain cer- 
tain land located in silming- 
ton (i.e. part of the iM pro- 
perty, east of the railroad 
tracks, in Wilmington square). 

Article 7 
To see if the tow will re- 
zone to General Business, that 
portion of the Urban enewal 
area now in Single xesidence A 
Tone. 

Article 8 
To see if the tow will re- 
ane to Geral Business, that 
portion of the Urban Renewal 
area now in Single Xesidence 
B “one.

A POOR SORT OF MONUMENT 

A $25 million plant is roaming around in 
eastern Massachusetts looking for a home. Wil- 
mington is one of four or five towns that is 
being seriously considered. 

We have no doubt but that our TM is putting 
our best foot forward. Wilmington is in a good 
Position, for we not only have the water, but 
we have the complete engineering for a sewer 
system which can be extended to any place in 
town with practically no delay. 

That sewerage planning was, one might say, a 
gift from Joe Courtney, former TM. Joe used 
available Federal Funds to get a $20,000 set of 
Plans, which cost the town about $400. 

Our water supplies, while in a better posi- 
tion that many other towns, have not been en- 
gineered in such a detailed manner. The late 
Caleb Harriman is rightfully credited with a 
fine job, and we have 2.4 millions of gallons 
of water for daily use, with proved reserves of 
over another million, 

So Cecil could tell the visiting firemen, 
"Yes, we have the water". But he couldn't pin- 
point it, engineering wise, in the manner that 
he could pin point the sewerage plans. 

It could have been already pinpointed, plans 
complete, engineering all done. This was one of 
the projects of Fred Calabrese.’ The cost would 
have been about $20,000, and our share would 
have been just about the same as our share of 
the sewerage plans. 

The late and foolish unpleasantness known as 
the Termite War caused Fred to seek climes 
where more money was offered, and he wasn't 
exposed daily to the insults of boors. We don't 
blame Fred, but the town was the loser when he 
left. 

For if Fred had been able to carry out his 
project our TM would be in a better position 
today, talking with industries. Thanks to the
